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3yrian troops quit 
Christian Beirut 


JEIRUT (AP). 1- Syrian troops 
<u£ed over peace-keeping duties 
o the Lebanese army on the fringes 
>f Beirut's Christian sector on Fri- 
day and moved armour and ar- 
tillery to the Beka Valley. 

- Residents of Siu-el-Fll, 
Dekwaneh, Mkalles and Hazxnleh, 
site of the state television station, 
waved flags and showered the 
Lebanese regulars with rice and 
rosewater as they took over 
positions held by the Syrians who 
had Intervened at the height of the 
country's civil war in -1976. 

Military sources said soldiers of 
the regular army, which split 
along sectarian lines during the 
civil war, prevented Christian 
gunmen of the National Liberal 
Party and the Guardians of the 
Cedars from setting up an office In . 
the area. 

Syrian tanks, armoured per- 
sonnel carriers, artillery and 
rocket launchers rumbled In long 
convoys up the Lebanese moun- 
tains. The main Belrut-Oaznascus 
highway was closed while the 
Syrians moved their equipment to 
the Beka. 

Syria announced February 4 that 
it was withdrawing Its contingent of 


roughly 5.000 men from Beirut, part 
o f a force- of 30.000 poUdng tlje ar- 
mistice between the Christians and 
. the Moslem-P&lestlni&n coalition. 
It was unclear how many' 'troops 
moved out Friday. 

There was a report from Kuwait 
that Syrian President Hafez Assad 
yesterday said he decided to pull 
his peace-keeping troops out of. 
Beirut because of "new schemes" 
against Syria in the wake -of the 
Egyptian-Is raell peace treaty. 

Assad said that moving the troops 
to the Beka, a corridor from 
northern Israel to Syria, was not a 
suitable defence against “prospec- 
tive Israeli agression.” 

“The really suitable measure lies 
in these troops returning to their 
positions In the Golan Heights, but 
this move will allow us. a certain 
margin of movement and 
freedom,” he was quoted as saying. 

Assad denied the withdrawal was 
the result of strained relations 
between him and Lebanese Presi- 
dent Ellas Sarkis and said Syria 
was not seeking a joint security 
pact with Lebanon — a theory mak- 
ing the rounds in Beirut. 

Assad said Syria would give 
Lebanon all the assistance it needs

Cabinet seen delaying 
vote on Hebron houses

The cabinet is unlikely to discuss 
proposals to settle Jews toHebron 
at its weekly session this morning 
— in response to an appeal to Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin from the 
Liberal wing of the Likud faction 
for a week's postponement. 

'The Liberal MKs, who sent a 
egation to Begin on Thursday, 
i .they wanted the party Central 
■ mittee to take a stand on the 
ron issue before the cabinet 
ided anything final, 
lie Herat wing of the Likud bloc 
jre piqued at the Liberal wing’s 
approach to Begin, alleging that the 
Liberals had no right to take such 
unilateral Initiatives. 

; The prime minister will consult 
with his colleagues at 8 turn. today, 
before whether or not to 

leave the Hebron question on the 
'agenda, a senior Official told -The 
Jerusalem Post last Slight. 

Some of his colleagues spoke to 
Begin on Friday, The Post was told. 
These included Housing Minister 
David Levy, who told Begin his 
ministry had prepared plans to 
rebuild a number of Jewish-owned 
houses. They alsoincluded National 
Religious Party ministers, who 
sought to assure Begin that their 


faction — despite reports to the con- 
trary — had no objection to an im- 
mediate cabinet meeting on 
Hebron. 

On Thursday, Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon phoned Begin 
from Mexico City to ask about the 
big farmers' demonstration against 
the government, and to request that 
the cabinet hold off Its discussion on 
Hebron until his return. Sharon la 
due back on Tuesday. 

In the NRP, Gush Emunlm men- 
tor Rabbi Haim Druckman, MK, is 
reportedly accusing fellow-hawk 
MK Yehuda Ben-Meir of instigating 
the Liberal request for the post- 
ponement. Ben-Meir, who has 
generally supported Gush Emunlm 
settlement activities to Judea and 
Samaria, is reportedly cool to the 
idea of settling within Hebron itself. 

The appointment of Knesset 
Speaker Yitzhak Shamir as foreign 
minister can proceed this week, 
once Shamir has resigned bis 
Knesset post. The House Com- 
mittee Is expected to appoint Depu- 
ty Speaker Moshe Meron as acting 
speaker, to a week or two, a per- 
manent speaker would be ap- 
pointed in a plenum ballot. The man 
most likely to be voted in is Yitzhak 
Berman (Likud-Liberal), at pre- 
sent chairman of the House Com- 
mittee. 


Flour, oil prices up, 
bread to follow soon

The latest In the government's 
current round of price rises sent 
,~aur soaring by 53.8 per cent lost 
night. Cooking oil went up by 8 per 
cent and margarine by 6 per cent. 

The price of bread is expected to 
rise In the near future. These in- 
creases follow last week's rises in 
the prices of frozen meat, frozen 
chicken, milk and mtifc products. 

The rise in the price of bread 
depends on permission from Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin, . who 
some time ago declared that bread 
must be regarded as a separate 
category as far as price increases 
are concerned. The government 
currently subsidises a loaf of bread 
by 160 per cent. In other words, for 
a loaf costing IS. 50 (IL5) in' the 
shop, the government spends IS. 80 
(IL80) in subsidy. 

Other price rises expected this 
month include fuel and public 
transport. The fares hike Is ex- 
pected to be smaller than others, 
because of public pressure and 
because various bodies have 
pointed out that fares are an exam- 
ple of a subsidy benefiting only 
those who use the commodity sub- 
sidized — in line with the 
government's position of switching 
subsidies from product to con- 
sumer. 

Salaried workers will not be com- 
pensated for the current round of 
Increases In the coming Cost-of- 
Llvlng Increment, to be paid at the 
end of April with the April salary. 
This is because of the 'technique 
used to calculate the size of the In- 
crement — but it is also assumed 
that the government timed the in- 
crease so that compensation would 
*e as far off as possible. Workers

will have to wait for the July incre- 
ment to be compensated for these 
hikes. 

Flour will cost IS1.97 (HJJ.70) 
from this morning. Special baking 
flour will sell atIS2 (ILA0) per kilo, 
and margarine will go up to ISL22 
(IL12.20) for a 200-gram pack. 
Margarine with milk content will 
cost ISl.96 (IL15.60). A glass bottle 
of cooking oQ win now sell at 1S3.83 
(IL38.3), and a plastic bottle IS6.12 
OL61.20). 

The Increase in flour brought in 
its wake hikes In the prices of 
macaroni and pasta products of the 
order of 23 per cent. Other bakery 
products, which contain flour, oil 
and sugar (now costing IL37 a 
kilogram) will also go up. 

The Industry. Trade and Tourism 
Ministry said yesterday the in- 
creases were caused by jumps in 
the prices of soya beans (by 30 per 
cent) and wheat (40 per cent). 

This is In spite of the drop In all 
grain prices In New York, following 
President Jimmy Carter's em- 
bargo on grain sales to Russia 
because of the invasion of 
Afghanistan. 

The ministry explains this con- 
tradiction by saying that the prices 
.of Israel's large security reserves 
of these commodities are still very 
high and have not yet been affected 
by the drop on the overseas market. 
Ministry sources said future in- 
creases will be smaller as the value 
of grain stocks drops In line with 
reductions abroad.

Germany in self-determination call

WASHINGTON. — West Germany 
has joined other West European 
states in endorsing the concept of 
self-determination for the 
Palestinians, with Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt supporting the 
idea hi Washington oh Friday and 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher adding his support in 
Cairo yesterday. 

Schmidt shocked Israeli officials 
and supporters by saying, on UJS. 
Public Television's “MeNell- 
Lehrer Report" that "as a Ger- 
man." it was particularly impor- 
tant to press for Palestinian self- 
determination since West Germany 
was similarly struggling for self- 
determination for Germans in East 
Gernany. 

In Jerusalem, special am- 
bassador Moshe Sassoon called 


West German Ambassador Klaus 
Schuetz and Britain's Charge d'af- 
faires Michael fTke to 'his Foreign 
Ministry office to express Israel’s 
displeasure with the two countries' 
recent calls for Palestinian self- 
determination, Sassoon ; said that 
Israel has expected - German and 
British support tor the Cafop David 
agreements to prevent them from 
adopting stands contradictory, . in 
Jerusalem's opinion, to the current 
negotiations. 

In Cairo, Genscher told reporters 
after a one-hour meeting with 
Egyptian President Anwar. Sadat 
that another "must” for com- 
prehensive and durable peace.

Cabinet, party tensions 
renew early vote talk

After a lull of several months, the 
likelihood and desirability of early 
Knesset elections la ail of a sudden 
an Issue again in political circles. 

• Interior Minister and NRP 
leader Yosef Burg, addressing his 
Lamlfne faction on Thursday night, 
said that the external and domestic 
crises building up in recent weeks 
might make early Knesset elections 
"unavoidable.” 

• Deputy Prime Minister Slmha 
Ehrlich, reacting to Burg’s state- 
ment in a television interview on 
Friday night, said that while early 
elections would be inconvenient for 
Israel in an American presidential 
election year, “there Is much logic 
In what Burg said — not because we 
want early elections but because 
circumstances and developments 
could force us into holding them.” 

• Perhaps most significant of all. 
Alignment Knesset faction head 
Moshe Shahal was yesterday 
reported to be counting heads in the 
Knesset to assess whether there 
was a majority in favour of early 
elections. Shahal and'the late Ylgal 
Allon took such a head count 
several months ago and came to the 
conclusion that most MKs, 
regardless of party, were opposed 
to premature elections. But Shahal 
Is counting again. 

Burg based Us doubts as to the - 


government’s ability to survive to 
the end of its term lit November 
1981 on the .growing polarization 
among* cabinet ministers. 

Ehrlich was much more explicit 
in speaking of Ms antipathy to the 
views .and actions of Agriculture 
Minister and settlement czar Ariel 
Sharon. He took special exception 
to “the settlements, with all the 
attendant noise around them, which 
upset world Jewry and the entire in- 
ternational community, without be- 
ing of any benefit whatever to the 
State of Israel.

Sidewalk parkers in TA de-fined by court

TEL AVIV. — Some 350,000 people who have 
been fined IL5Q0 for parking on Tel Aviv 
sidewalks will not have to pay. as a result of 
Friday's acquittal of a woman who was charg- 
ed in the municipal co urt for parking on the 
sidewalk. 

But the court ruled that drivers who have 
already paid such fines would only receive 
refunds if the Tel Aviv municipality agrees to 
repay them. 

The municipality will appeal the court rul- 
ing, municipal spokesman Aznikam Shapira 
said yesterday. 

Tel Aviv Mayor Shlomo Lahaf ordered of* 
ficlals to stop fining cars for parking on the 
sidewalk until the- municipality's appeal Is 
heard. Lahat also instructed the municipality's 
legal adviser to freeze the court hearings of 
other residents who have refused to pay their 
fines. 

Television's Mabat hews broadcast reported 
last night that the Tel Aviv municipality ex- 
ecutive will study the possibility of refunding 
up to XL8ra. in fines collected from motorists 


ticketed for parking on sidewalks' under the law 
ruled irrelevant by the court. 

□ana Hamburger of Kfar Sbznaryahu was 
fined EL500 last July 23 by a municipal Inspec- 
tor for parking on the sidewalk on TeT Aviv's 
Rehov Ahad Ha* am. She refused to pay and 
was summoned to the municipal court. 

Tel Aviv municipality legal adviser David 
T aim or claimed In court that Hamburger con- 
travened the 1999 municipal by-law concerning 
“street maintenance". The by-law forbids . 
placing or throwing something in the public do- 
main to a manner which causes damage. 

Judge Varda Zander ruled that the municipal 
by-law does not apply to parking on 
pavements. 

"Any school child knows that you don’t 
‘place’ or throw* a car onto the sidewalk, but 
park It there, so parking on Che pavement is no 
offence according to the by-law which forbids 
putting an object to the public domain. The 
prosecution .should possess a minimal 
knowledge of the Hebrew language.” said 
Zonder, who. quoted from the concise Even- 
Shoshan dictionary : 

"A thing: Noun, object.” 

"Vehicle: An inclusive name for transport 


instruments such as carts, cars, motorbikes, 
heavy and light cars." “Car: Automobile, a 
vehicle which moves by means of a motor to- 
side it.” 

’ “From' this' we learn that the legislator did 
' hot tnean to apply the street maintenance law 
to an offence committed with a car,' ’"'Zonder 
ruled: 

Zonder suggested that the municipality 
amend the municipal by-law dealing with park- . 
tog regulations to' apply to parking on 
sidewalks, instead of twisting another law. 

“It is wrong to use grammatical acrobatics 
which distort the use of everyday language, In 
order to create on offence. The law must he in- 
terpreted accurately, and any doubt, even the 
slightest, must be Interpreted to favour of the 
. defendant,” Zonder said. 

The judge added that parking -oh the 
sidewalk Is an offence according to the 
transport laws, and should be punished by the 
police and not by municipal Inspectors. (The 
police fine driver* parked on pavements 
IL15Q.)

WASHINGTON — In an Ironic 
twist, the- Carter ad- 
ministration's anti-Zsr&el vote 
at the UN on March l and the 
subsequent storm of protest 
leading' to the remarkable tur- 
nabout may result in the ad- 
ministration's going alohg with 
a .congressional move to In- 
crease U.S. military credits for 
Israel in the pending foreign aid 
bHL 

This became apparent late last 
week when the House foreign af- 
fairs subcommittee on Europe and 
the -Middle East, meeting behind 
closed doors, increased military old 
for -Israel by another 8200 million. 

According to informed sources, 
the subcommittee, chaired by Rep. 
Lee Hamilton (Dem.-todlana) , also 
agreed to include that 8200m. plus 
the 8200m. aid increase promised 
by President Jimmy Carter to 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
early to January to the regular 1981 
foreign aid blU. That raises the total 
military aid for Israel from 81 
bllHon to 81>£b. 

The administration had original- 
ly wanted to include the 8200m. aid 
increase in the special peace treaty 
supplemental aid package — mean- 
ing it would be provided at ap- 
proximately 11 per cent Interest 
rates. 

' What’s so important about the 
Hamilton manoeuvre la that by in- 
cluding that 8300m. plus the ad- 
ditional 8200m. to the regular 
foreign aid package, repayment of 
bait of the now 81-4 billion total 
would be “forgiven,” as traditional- 
ly accepted by the administration. 

In effect, that .means that Israel 
will . receive an . outright 8700m. 
grant — with no repayment re- 


quired — rather than 8300m. as 
recommended by the administra- 
tion. 

The surprise move by the 
Hamilton subcommittee has con- 
fronted the administration with a 
serious dilemma when the full com- 
mittee takes up the matter later 
this week. If the administration ac- 
tively opposes the new increase, 
Israel and its supporters In 
Congress and the American Jewish 
community will be further upset. 

If, on the other hand, the ad- 
ministration agrees “not to op- 
pose” the congressional initiative, 
then its effort to balance the budget 
and reduce government spending 
across the board to stop inflation 
will be aftected. 

According to seasoned observers 
here, the attitude taken by the ad- 
ministration on a further aid in- 
crease probably will be decisive to 
determining whether the House 
committee and then the full House 
and Senate go along wifh the 
Hamilton recommendation. 

Any serious effort by the ad- 
ministration to oppose the ad- 
ditional Increase could probably 
torpedo the entire increase. 

Administration officials were 
seriously considering their strategy 
yesterday. Sources said no final 
decision yet appears to have been 
taken. 

' Ironically, 11 Israel does indeed 
win the additional 8200m. increase, 
the administration's earlier 
proposal to. raise military aid to 
Egypt by that amount will also be 
credited with the development.

Iran students delay 




TEHERAN; — Prospects of an Im- 
minent transfer of the U.S. em- 
bassy hostages to government 
custody .collapsed last night and 
Iran's ruling Revolutionary Council 
went into emergency session to dla- 
ctias the latest developments in the 
four-marath-old crisis. 

Five p.m. the time set by the 
students occupying the embassy for 
the handover of the 40 Americans — 
passed without .any government 
representative arriving at the com- 
pound. 

Massive demonstrations swept 
Iran backing the .militant students 
in their refusal to surrender the 
hostages. Tbha of thousands of 
youthful Iranians massed before 
the UJS. embassy gates to Teheran 
and vowed to “spend the night out- 
side' the espionage den’,’ to prevent 
any hostage from leaving. 

to Shiraz to the south, thousands 
of Iranians rallied, calling "for the 
uncondi t ional resignation erf Sadegfa 
Ghotbzadeh -from the 
Revolutionary Council and the 
Foreign Ministry for Us dishones- 
ty, blemishing 'the imam’s 
(Khomeini’s) line." 

Similar demonstrations were 
reported elsewhere. - 

In Washington, meanwhile, White 
House sources said that President 
Jimmy Carter was prepared to con- 
sider issuing an expression of con- 
cern with regard to past events in 
Iran. But this would stop short of a 
flat apology, the sources said. 

to Teheran the preparations for 
the transfer of the hostages, which 
had appeared to be going smoothly, , 
ran into trouble when the students 
issued a statement c&lUng Foreign ■ 
Minister Ghotbzadeh a Har. Ghotb- 
zadeh was to have been the govern- 
ment representative in the 
transfer. 

Ghotbzadeh said bn Friday night '

due to assemble to late April. 

The Revolutionary Council met 
last night for an unscheduled 
meeting to receive a report from 
the foreign minister. He left the 
meeting to tell reporters: “God 
willing, we will take over the 
hostages.” 

Ghotbzadeh said he was prepared 
to step down as the council's 
representative but the students 
would have to obey any replace- 
ment. The students sola they would 
await a visit from the government 
representatives other than Ghotb- 
zadeh, and that the issue of the 
hostages’ transfer was now up to 
the nation to decide. 

W ash i n gton sources, informing 
newsmen that Carter was willing to 
consider publicly .expressing con- 
cern about past events to Iran in an 
effort to end the hostage crisis, 
described the President as ap- 
parently dejected by what the Ad- 
ministration sees as contin uing con- 
fusion in Teheran.

Tito’s kidneys fail 


BELGRADE (AP). — Doctors con- 
ceded yesterday that Preaident 
Josip Broz Tito’s kidneys bad total- 
ly foiled and they said his condition 
remained grave. 

They said they were continuing 
use of on artificial kidney machine 
and other intensive measures to 
keep Yugoslavia's 87-year-old 
leader alive. 

Press spokesman Tone Vahen 
said the brief announcement from 
Tito's doctors was their concession 
they had lost "the battle with this 
function and with nature.” 

He said it meant Tito was left en- 
tirely dependent on the machine to 
take over the blood-cleansing func- 
tion of his kidneys. 

Organizers are meanwhile going 
ahead with this year's celebration 
of what amounts to Tito’s national 
birthday party. 

What Is officially called "Youth 
Day" — May 29 — will have a 
"working character." Yugoslavs 
"will express their love to comrade 
Tito and loyalty to the policy of the 
league of communists,” the 
national news agency said.

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Treasury: Cut costs to fill coffers

The government valid rather 
reduce its expenditures further 
than raise taxes in the fiscal year 
which begins on April 1, ? senior 
Treasury official said last -night. 

Tax revenue has dropped sharply 
with the recent decrease in 
purchases of durable , goods, 
domestic and imported.- *nd the 
current deficit must be reduced one 
way or another. ;v 

The senior source sa*a that 
whatever happens, the government 
wants to prevent excessivejprintlng 
of money, and will try to (jo s o by 

cutting ministry expenditures.. 

The Treasury claims that the 
reduction in tax revenues- results 
from the unexpected degree of 
success in its drive to cut -imports 
(mainly cars, washing machines 
and televisions! and increase ex- 
ports. 

Exports in January- February 
this year were 47.5 per cent higher 
than in the corresponding- months 
last year. But the Treasury will 
have ILlOb. less in revenue than ex- 
pected for the current fiscal year. 

Finance Minister Yigael Hor- 
vitz’a talks on wages and taxes In 
Tel Aviv on Friday with Histadrut 


Secretary-General Yeroham 
Meshel and Manufacturers 
Association President Avraham 
Shavit reached no firm conclusion. 
Until they are resumed this Friday, 
a team representing the three sides 
is expected to formulate 
recommendations. 

But Jt is already clear that 
Hurvltz will agree to a productivity 
bonus of a few per cent — beyond 
the quarterly Coat-of-Living in- 
crements — and to quarterly ad- 
justment of tax brackets, though 
not by 100 per cent 

In return, he is demanding that 
wage agreements remain frozen for 
two years, or until a public com- 
mittee finishes setting up a new 
salary scale for the public service. 

The three sides agreed that they 
would have to work together 
because of the severity of the . 
economic situation — price rises, 
unemployment and the balance of 
payments deficit. 

Hurvltz said he was optimistic 
about reaching an agreement this 
Friday, and Shavit and Meshel also 
seemed to think agreement was 
likely. 

But it must be noted that there 
was no discussion of a "social con- 
tract," package deal or price freeze 
at the meeting. It seems clear. 


therefore; that all three aides will 
content themselves with a very 
loose agreement which will include 
linkage of tax brackets, relatively 
small wage rises for productivity 
and intensive action to stem, un- 
employment. 

Meshel said at the meeting, last 
week that employment was the 
Histadrut ’a mint Important, con- 
cern, and he osked Hurvit* to head 
a committee to investigate the 
problem. 

- Hurvltz said one of tb 
government’s goals was to set up 
mechanism to increase worker 
mobility, and at the pame time 
solve the problem of unemploy- 
ment. The Treasury also wanted to 
maintain real wages and adopt the 
cost-of-living compensation plan 
already approved In principle by 
the Histadrut and the manufac- 
turers. 

Hurvltz said the year ahead will 
be one of the toughest, economical- 
ly, that Israel has ever known, and 
said cooperation was vital. Meshel 
said he feared erosion of wages, 
End asked for easier tax terms and 
reporting procedures for salaried 
workers. > 

Shavit, who approved the goals of 
both sides, said he saw the trio as 
"the real economic cabinet.” 


Hijacked tractor used in

Meanwhile, the White House is 
continuing to repair its image with 
American Jewish leaders, especial- 
ly those active In Democratic party 
politics In New York State.

Vice President Walter Mondale to 
scheduled to address the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations in 
New York on Wednesday.

The UN vote prompted two key

Strauss, meeting with reporters, 
conceded that the UN development 
has hurt the president in the Jewish 
community.

Relations Committee will open 
hearings on the entire UN incident.

NEW DELHI cUPIl. — An Afghan 
rebel leader yesterday offered to 
meet Kremlin officials "anywhere 
and any time" to negotiate a peace 
settlement In Afghanistan and 
avert a bloody new round of 
fighting expected in an ail-out 
Russian-backed spring offensive. 

Amin Wakman. leader of one of 
the half-dozen major rebel groups 
fighting Soviet forces In 
Afghanistan, made the peace offer 
after the Kabul regime of Babrak 
Karmal issued a draft call for what 
diplomats said would probably be 
an offensive to wipe out rebel 
resistance. 

The call was believed tied to Rus- 
sian plans for a spring offensive. 
Radio Kabul announced that all 
eligible Afghans 21 years old and 
over must report for possible 
military duty by March 15. 

Interviewed in New Delhi, 


Wakman admitted that, as the 
heavy snows begin to melt, the 
75,000-man Soviet occupation army 
in Afghanistan would be able to br- 
ing more tanks and heavy artillery 
to bear against the rebels’ moun- 
tain strongholds. But he pointed out 
that the fairer weather should also 
work to the rebels' advantage, 
allowing them to move- more freely 
across terrain they know better 
than the Russians. 

"I am ready to talk to any man. 
anywhere, anytime,’* said 
Wakman. whose Social Democrat 
Party claims to have 12.000 
followers. 

Travellers returning to New 
Delhi from Kabul yesterday 
reported that the Afghan capital 
was quiet but firmly under the grip 

of Soviet forces controlling all ma- 
jor roads and bridges.

Ali to ask U.S. 
military credit 
for F-15s

CAIRO. — Egyptian Defence 
Minister Kamal Hass an Ali will ask 
for new American military credit to 
cover the cost of 20 F-15 fighter 
planes while in Washington for 
medical treatment this week.' 

Ali left Cairo yesterday for 
America where he to expected to 
wrap up the arms negotiations that 
ended inconclusively here two 
weeks ago. He will be joined next 
week by Egyptian Vice President 
Hosnl Mubarak. 

Egypt was previously thought to 
have shelved its request for the F-15 
when the Pentagon pointed out that 
the expense would put a strain on 
the Egyptian defence budget, and 
that it would take four years for 
Egypt to reach the top of the 
waiting list. 

A new military credit would 
supplement the present credit, es- 
timated at about 32 b., which will 
cover what American officials call- 
ed a "balanced package" of F-lfi 
fighters. M-80 tanks and an assort- 
ment of armoured cars, artillery, 
missiles, trucks and reconnatoance 
equipment. 

A new credit to unlikely to win 
final approval until 1983 at the 
earliest, by which time the first 
credit will have been spent. 

Twenty F-19s would cost Egypt 
close to 5800m.

Fewer Jews leaving USSR 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Fewer Jews 
are being allowed to emigrate from 
the Soviet Union, apparently reflec- 
ting the deterioration tn U.S.-Soviet 
relations. Western diplomatic 
sources said on Friday. 

The sources released figures 
showing that 6,139 Jews were 
granted permission to leave the 
Soviet Union in the first two months 
of this year compared with 8J.68.for 
the corresponding period last year. 

A drop in Jewish emigration 
became noticeable last November 
when only 3,800 Jews were allowed 
to leave compared with about 4,900 


in the previous month. The monthly 
emigration rate has since remained 
atabout the same level, but dipped 
to 2,888 last month, the sources 
said. 

In Geneva, the Intergovernmen- 
tal Committee for European Migra- 
tion (ICEM) , said that last month it 
transported some 5,000 people 
from. East European Commumst 
countries, mainly Soviet Jews, to 
new homes in other lands. Of this 
total 3.200 went to the U:SL, 1,166 to , 
Israel, 281' to Canada, 154 .to 
Australia and about 200 to other 
destinations.

Dow Jones plunges 9% 


NEW YORK (AF). — The stock 
market shows up prominently on 
the latest list of casualties aa U.S. 
economic problems mount. 

Less than a month ago, several of 
the leading market Indexes stood at 
all-time highs, amid talk that 
stocks were being rediscovered as a 
hedge again* tj^nflatloa. Money was 
moving into stocks. It was said, 
because investors had few other 
places to turn for protection from 
inflation. 

Since mid-February, however, 
that carefully constructed line of 


reasoning has begun to fall apart. 

The Dow Jones average of 30 In- 
dustrials has fallen more than 80 
points, or dose to 9 per cent, In the 
last 3 H weeks, wiping out all the 
gains of its rally in January and 
early February. 

The past week's drop of 12.08 
points, to 820.96, was the largest for 
the average since It took a 58.62- 
point plunge last October 8-12.

Jewish-Christian ‘kibbutz’ wante recognition

Ir Ovot. the "Jewish-Christian" 
settlement near Hatzeva in the 
Arava, has applied to the High 
Court of Justice demanding govern- 
ment recognition of Its existence 
and its name. 

The Interior Ministry has op- 
posed such acknowledgement 
because of the beliefs of the 15- 
family kibbutz, founded In 1966 and 
granted Jewish Agency recognition 
In 1977. Its members call “Rabbi” 
Jesus the last and greatest prophet. 

The ministry's committee on 
settlement names has for years op- 
posed the name Ir Ovot, arguing 
that the Biblical site of that descrip- 
tion was in Sinai. 

“They have suggested that we 
call our settlement Shelzaf 
Hatzeva, Shezaf or Ohalim." says 
Ir Ovot founder Simha 
Pearlmutter, who last week an- 
nounced his candidacy for the 


Knesset as leader of the Ayeka par- 
ty- 

In their application to the High 
Court, the settlers point out that the 
Ariel Encyclopaedia and the 
Biblical Encyclopaedia (En- 
cyclopaedia Mlkra'it) both refer to 
their location as a possible site of 
the Biblical Ir Ovot, aa does Zev 
Vilnay in his "Sinai: Past and 
Present." 

As one of Pearlmutter’* two 
wives, Interv i ewed In Jerusalem, 
put it: “Why should we change our 
baby's name when he is 15 years old 
because some committee says so?" 

The kibbutz, which was founded 
as a moshav shitufi and is a 
member of the Ihud Hakl'ai 
moshav association rather than one 
of the Wbbut* movements, la baaed 
on agriculture, trucking and an arts 
and crafts Industry. 

Pearlmutter says that Ir Ovot la 
In fact a member of the Arava 
Regional Council, but because of 
the withholding of rightful recogni- 
tion, it has been denied various 


forms of government and council 
assistance. 

Pearlmutter describes hi* book 
“The Tents of Shem," which he 
says will soon be published by Van- 
tage Press in New York, as dealing 
"with the kidnapping of Rabbi 
Yeshua (Jesus) by the Christiana 
and his eventual release from cap- 
tivity by the Jews." 

Pearlmutter's Ayeka party 
derives Its name from ", Eretz 
YUtrael kalat hashem. ” meaning 
“The Land of Israel is the bride of , 
the Creator." The initials in 
Hebrew also spell Clod's first ques- 
tion to Adam after the fall: 
"Ayeka?" or “Where art thou?” 

The settlement is populated most- 
ly by former Americans, both Jews 
who believe In the divinity of Jesus 
and Christians who have an affinity 
for the Jews and the holy land. Hie 
45-year-old Pearhnutter, who lives 
in Ir Ovot with his two wives, Judy 
and Jon, two parents, eight 
children and three grandchildren, 
is the sect’s Jewlsh-bom leader.

‘•in return for nothing but 
Lebanon's regaining its health.” 

The Syrian president, who rarely 
gives press interviews, said he 
would welcome bilateral or collec- 
tive defence agreements involving 
Lebanon. 

“We welcome Lebanon's com- 
plete entry Into an Arab defence 
plan, whether bilateral with Syria, 
or a collective grouping of thfe two 
countries with others," adding: 
"Neither me nor any other Syrian 
official has proposed such a 
(security) pact to Lebanon because 
our relationship with Lebanon is so 
excellent that we are In no need of 
such a treaty. I think Lebanon Is in 
much more need of such a treaty 
than Syria," said Assad. 

He said Syria would remain firm 
in its opposition to the Camp David 
peace accords, and he said Syria 
would back other Arab nations If 
they are attacked. 

The Syrian president also said the 
Moslem Brotherhood, which Syria 
has blamed for tens of anti-regime 
assassinations, was cooperating 
with “outside elements who have 
been sent to the country." 

He claimed some of the captured 
assassins have admitted to links 
with Israel and the Lebanese 
Christians.

Kabul is boring, Leningrad pilots complain 


KABUL (AP>. — "We are com- 
.pletely fed up, we want to return 
home," said a disgruntled Soviet 
air force pilot. Two colleagues 
nodded in agreement. 

They strolled into the nearly 
deserted departure lounge of 
KAbul’s international airport one 
recent evening as a stream of 
Soviet aircraft landed and took off 
without letup outside. 

Boredom, not the danger of rebel 
sniper fire, was their complaint. 

“We have been here a whole 
month and there's nothing to do," 
said one of them, speaking ln Rus- 
sian. 

“I wish I were home in Leningrad 
right now," added another. 

The pilots, each about 30 years 
old and dressed in ' flying suits, 
walked into the terminal building in 
search of refreshment and a bit of 
diversion. 

“Have tchal (teal, have beer?" 

' One asked in broken English, after 
entering the lounge only to discover 
the bar closed. 

But their faces lit up and they 
eagerly launched into conversation 
when they were addressed in Rus- 
sian by a reporter, one of a group of 
foreign travellers awaiting entry 
formalities. He told them 
everything was closed because of 
an earlier-than-usual curfew 
ordered after the Feb. 22 rioting. 

“We fly ail the time and when we 
are on the ground, there is nothing 
' to do," said one of the pilots. None 
said what aircraft they flew. 

They avoided disclosing their 


mission In Afghanistan. "We fly." 
another said simply. 

When an Afghan security officer 
approached, they broke off the con- 
versation and ambled out of the ter- 
minal toward parked Soviet air- 
craft. 

Members of the Soviet colony 
used to roam the city bazaars shop- 
ping or sightseeing freely. 
Nowadays they only venture out in 
groups, aware of the open hostility 
of the Afghanis, foreign observers 
In KAbui report. 

Afghans attack 
Soviet office 

HAMBURG (UPI). — Police 
yesterday’ stepped up security 
around Soviet offices throughout 
West Germany to prevent a replay 
of Afghan attacks on Friday on a 
Soviet airline office and on 
Moscow's general consulate in the 
U.S. -administered sector of West 
Berlin. 

Hours after a blast rocked the 
West Berlin consulate Friday noon, 
causing severe damage but no in- 
juries. police found a misfired time- 
bomb in the Frankfurt office of 
Aeroflot. 

Claiming to represent the 
People's Muhajaddin of 
Afghanistan, a rebel group, 
anonymous callers told news 
organizations the consulate attack 
was meant to punish the Soviet 
Union for its attack of their 
homeland. 


Sinpe the massive anti-Soviet 
general strike and demonstrations 
on February 22, armed Afghan 
soldiers stand guard in the bazaar 
and main streets every 10 metres or 
so. 

Tanks and armoured cars, many 
of them manned by Soviet troops, 
arc parked at all major Intersec- 
tions. 

As Soviets walk past, Afghan 
urchins frequently prance behind 
them grinning and passing their 
hand across their necks, in a throat- 
slitting gesture. 

Meanwhile across the border in 
Pakistan, anti-communist Afghan 
guerrillas recovering from battle 
injuries told a grim tale yesterday 
of punitive raids by Soviet and 
Afghan troops, aircraft and ar- 
moured units on rebel-held villages 
in Afghanistan. 

The wounded men were question- 
ed at random in a makeshift 
military hospital for “ mujakiddin" 
(holy warriors) maintained here by 
one of the most prominent Afghan 
guerrilla movements. 

The very existence of the 42-bed 
hospital filled with battle casualties 
appeared to support the claims to 
pre-eminence of the “HLsbe Islami” 
i Islamic movement) led by 
Gulbuddin Hikmatyar. 

Hikmatyar announced on Thurs- 
day he rejected any alliance with 
the other rebel groups unless they 
took account of his claim to control 
a majority of the Mujakiddin active 
in guerrilla operations against the 
Soviet and Afghan armies. 
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A sea-going tugboat yesterday took in tow the rear section of the shipwrecked 
Malagache tanker Tanio to tow it Into a sheltered bay on the coast of Brittany before its 
13,000 tons of oil can spill into the sea.

Mountbatten left 
£1,905,781 estate 

LONDON (Reuter). — War hero- 
and statesman Earl Mountbatten of 
Burma, assassinated by Iriph 
Republican guerrillas last August, 
left in.B05.781 (IS16.8m.) ln his will, 
according to probate papers 
published on Friday. Details of the 
will were not made public. 

A 31-year-old carpenter, Thomas 
MacM&hon, was found guilty by 
a Dublin court of the murder and' 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

The earl’s wife, Lady Ed win a, 
died in 1960. She had inherited 
£l-6m. from her grandfather, finan- 
cier Sir Ernest Cassel. Among 
those surviving are two daughters, 
Countess Mountbatten and Lady 
Pamela Hicks. 

Lord Mountbatten’s holdings in- 
cluded his family home, a 2,000- 
hectare estate with a 16th-century 
house in southern England, and a 
house on the west coast of Ireland.

Phiby discreet on spy book 


LONDON (AP). — Britain’s most 
notorious spy, Harold “Kim" 
Philby. surfaced on Friday with a 
letter from Moscow In the "Spec- 
tator," a respected conservative 
weekly. 

Editor Alexander Chancellor 
wrote in his notebook column that 
Philby wrote to him. declining an 
Invitation to review the headline- 
making book, "The Climate of 
Treason," by Andrew Boyle. 

The book about the Burgess- 
Mac Lea n-Philby chain of spies, 
who worked secretly for the 
Soviets, was published in London 
last November. It led to the public 


unmasking of the "fourth man," 
royal art adviser Anthony Blunt. 

Philby, who defected to Moscow 
in 1963. hinted in his letter that 
more revelations may be brewing. 

He said he would have enjoyed 
reviewing the book but from "even 
a cursory reading, it is clear that an 
honest review would involve 
monumental Indiscretion, and I am 
sure you would not want a dishonest 
one." 

British press reports have said 
Philby holds the rank of general in 
the Soviet KGB security service. 
There has been speculation that a 
fifth man in the spy chain will be 
revealed.

Rotterdam rulers bless 
boat brothel berths 

ROTTERDAM (Reuter). — The 
Rotterdam city council has ap-> 
proved a plan to concentrate 
prostitution on Boating brothels at 
three selected berths ln the world's 
biggest port. 

The “sex-boats" plan, proposed : 
by the mayor and aldermen and ap- 
proved Thursday night, alms at rid- 
ding the Katendrecht area of 
Rotterdam of large-scale prostitu- 
tion. 

The scheme met strong opposi- 
tion from local residents. A protest 
demonstration by about 50 of them 
occupied the 185-metre tall 
Euromast tower for seven hours on 
Friday. 

One of the floating brothels will 
be berthed near the tower, one of 
Rotterdam's main tourist attrac- 
tions.

made the request for herself and 
her thrcc-year-old son shortly 
before being whisked away from 
the Arlington.

federal officials, sources said. 

On February 24 the woman's hus- 
band; Nlcolae Ion Horodlnca, a 
former third secretary at the 
Rumanian embassy, defected to the 
U.S. by turning himself in to 
military police at Ft. Belvolr, Va." 

While Horodlnca was being 
treated in the hospital's emergency 
room Monday afternoon six Ruma- 
nian embassy employees tried to 
walk out with her son, observers 
an Id. They were stopped at the 
hospital's doors by uniformed 
police called by worried hospital of- 
ficials, sources said.

BOGOTA (UPI). — Leftist 
terrorists holding 14 diplomats and 
some 16 other persons hostage say 
negotiations with the Colombian 
government to decure -their release 
have failed and that a crisis may be 
imminent, diplomatic sources 
reported. 

The sources said yesterday that 
terrorists belonging to the 19 Move- ‘ 
ment had let the government know 
late Friday night that “no more 
hostages will be released until their 
demands are met." 

"The M-19 considers that today's 
(Friday) negotiations were a 
failure from- the point of view of 
both sides, and the government in- 
sists on hiding behind legal limits in 
regard to the two main demands (or 
the release of the hostages," the 
terrorists', message sold. 

“The government cannot apply 
national laws to a situation that Is 
clearly International,” It added. 

The message said that the move- 
ment felt they had granted enough 
concessions in releasing 24 
hostages since the embassy 
takeover. The M-19 said that 
release of the 24 “has not produced 
any response from the 
government." 

The terrorists are holding U.S. 
ambassador Diego Asencio, Mona. 


A third round of talks was held on 
Friday near the besieged embassy 
in the same cream-coloured van 
with its rear doors removed that 
has been used since the two sides 
began bargaining. 

A short, hooded woman terrorist 
in an olive-drab jacket and tight- 
fitting blue jeans, escorted by Mex- 
ican Ambassador Ricardo Gian, 
who is one of the hostages, met with 
two government representatives 
for 90 minutes. 

A four-paragraph government 
communique issued after the talks 
said its representatives had 
presented a “detailed exposition" 
of thfe official position and that the 
terrorists had "reiterated" their 
demands. 

“The conversations will continue 
next week," the government note 
said. No date was mentioned. 


Salvador nationalizes banks 


SAN -SALVADOR (AP). The 
civilian-military junta on Friday 
nationalized all of the 19 locally 
' owned hanks and Imposed restric- 
tions on the five foreign banks 
operating bere. 

.Soldiers carrying automatic 
rifles and wearing bullet-proof 
vests were deployed around the 
hanks on Friday morning and the 
decree imposing government con- 
trol was read at a news conference 
in the late afternoon. Banking of- 
ficials said .there was no rush by 
customers to withdraw their funds. 

The government guaranteed all 
existing deposits. 

The action came one day after the 
junta, which has been the target of 
violent demonstrations by both left- 
wing and right-wing militants, an- 
nounced a sweeping land-reform 
programme. 

Although five foreign banks have 
offices here, banking sources said 
only New York-based Citibank and 
the British Bank of London and 


South America would he affected, 
by a restriction that hare them 
from accepting deposits as of 
March 14. 

The government said nationaliza- 
tion would result in credit being 
available to more Salvadorans. It 
claimed the previous system was 
unfair because the private banks 
gave only a few persona access to 
credit. 

National police discovered more 
than 20 bullet-riddled bodies 
alongside a highway west of the 
capital, authorities srfid Friday. 
Another 10 bodies were found ln the 
capital, bringing the day's total to 
at least 30. 

Among the bodies ' found were 
those of National Democratic Union 
Propaganda Minister Fablo 
Castellano and his wife, Annette 
Matthewson, a Da n i sh citizen. The 
National Democratic Union is the 
front organization for the outlawed 
Communist Party. 


Killers of Paris PLO man 
given 15 years in prison 


PARIS (AP) . — Two Palestinians 
were sentenced to 15 years* Im- 
prisonment on Friday for murder- 
ing the Palestine Liberation 
Organization's representative ln 
France and his assistant. 

Husnl Hatem, 28, and Assad 
K&yed, 22. were found guilty alter 
the court rejected a final defence 
plea that their crime was political. 
They showed no reaction to the 
sentence. 

"How were these two boys to find 
their way in the politics of the Mid- 
dle East, with all the twists and 


turns of the governments there?" 
asked defence lawyer Christian 
Gardel. 

The two told the court they killed 
PLO representative Ezzedln Kal&k 
and his -aide, Adnan Ha mm ad. on 
August 3. 1978 because PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat “betrayed the 
Palestinian cause,’* and PLO 
dignitaries were living ln luxury 
while their people suffered In 
refugee camps. 

In requesting up to 18 years Im- 
prisonment, the prosecution said on 
Thursday that Hatem and Kayed 
had abused French hospitality. 


UN lists nine violators of rights 


GENEVA (AP). — The UN Human 
Rights Commission on Friday 
published a list of nine countries 
considered guilty of “a consistent 
pattern of gross violations” of 
human rights. 

After four <and a half days of 
strictly private sessions during 
which the 43-ra ember commission 
decided what action to take on each, 
case, Waleera Sadi, Jordanian 
chairman of the commission, 
publicly named the nine as Argen- 
tina, -Bolivia, the Central African’ 
Republic, Ethiopia, Indonesia.. 
Paraguay, South Korea, Uganda 
and Uruguay. 

Eight of the countries cited were 
also among those debated in last 
year's sessions of the commission. 
Only the Central African Republic 
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was a new addition to the list, com- 
piled after consideration of com- 
plaints to the commission by 
private individuals. It was not 
revealed what action the commis- 
sion agreed to take. 

Soviet commission delegate 
Valerin Zorin on Friday accused 
Britain and other Western states of 
"interfering in the internal affairs" 
of his country by raising the ques- 
tion of the banishment to Gorki of 
dissident Andrei Sakharov. 

Zorin accused the West of 
deliberately "blowing up a big 
noise surrounding (the) Sakharov 
(affair).** The commission, he said, 
should Instead be debating 
“questions of concern to the whole 
world" including a buildup of "U.S. 
nuclear weapons in a number of 
Western countries.”

Nepal king discusses 
border with Gandhi 

NEW DELHI (AP). — King Blren- 
dra of Nepal left for home yester- 
day after official talks with Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi and other 
Indian leaders during a two-day 
visit. - 

"We had. normal talks with the 
king; just, as we have with our other 
neighbours," said Gandhi, who dis- 
cussed with the Nepalese monarch 
sharing water of the holy river 
Ganges and drawing a clear border 
between the two countries. 

Not considered during dis- 
cussions, an Indian spokesman 
said, was Blrendra's proposal to 
declare his Himalayan kingdom a 
zone of peace, which he mentioned 
* banquet speech here.

PoUce said two young men walk- 
ed into the main print room, lit the 
fuse of a bomb hidden .in a box, 
threw the device into the room and 
escaped.

Japanese arrest 
dolphins’ friend 

TOKYO (UPI). — Authorities 
yesterday seized an American en- 
vironmentalist who freed hundreds 
of dolphins marked for slaughter ln 
Western Japan. 

At the same time, the Japanese 
government sent letters to 
protesters abroad defending the 
fishermen of Ikl Island, 1,000 km. 
southwest of Tokyo, who have killed 
some 1,500 dolphins. The fishermen 
claim the dolphins threaten their 
livelihood by plundering local Hah. 

A spokesman for prosecutors on 
Iki Island confirmed that Dexter 
Cate, of Hilo, Hawaii, had been 
arrested and escorted to Sasebo on 
Kyushu, Japan's main southern- 
most island, for further legal ac- 
tion. 

Cate has confessed to cutting a 
net holding rope lost week and free- 
ing about 250 entrapped dolphins.

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Syrians uncomfortable with Russian godfather 


•y DOYLE McMANUS /Damascus 
UST AFTER DAWN, as the desert 
un rises orange behind the 11- 
torey tower of the well-guarded 
'•oviet Embassy complex, hundreds 
if Russians come out of apartment 
mildings and hurry to work. 

For these few minutes each day, 
■hey are easy to spot. They wear 
expressions and cheap plastic 
raincoats. And they are shadowed, 
often, by agents of the Mukhabarat, 
Syria’s secret police. 

Alone of major Arab states, Syria 
has embraced the Soviet Union as 
its main military supplier, 
diplomatic sponsor and economic 
godfather. Western diplomats 
believe there are now between 3.000 
and 4,000 Soviet advisers flying 
Syrian warplanes, training Syrian 
technicians and overseeing Syrian 
development projects. 

When representatives of most 
Moslem countries met in 
Islamabad, Pakistan, last month to 
condemn the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan, 'the Syrians stayed 
home — and played host to Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko. 

BUT. DESPITE all that, the 
Syrians do not seem entirely com- 
fortable with their Russian allies. 
The Mukhabarat keeps a close eye 
on the activities of Soviet advisers 
around the country — closer sur- 


veillance. one diplomat said, than 
even American or British envoys 
get. 

President Hafez Assad has polite- 
ly. but repeatedly, turned down 
Russian suggestions that Syria sign 
a long-term friendship treaty with 
the Soviet Union. And when the 
issue of Afghanistan came up in the 
UN General Assembly, Syria 
carefully did not vote for the Soviet 
position. It abstained. 

"We did not go to Islamabad, but 
not because we approved of the 
Soviet Intervention in Afghanistan. 
We reject any military Intervention 
by the big powers in the affairs of 
smaller states." Syrian Premier 
Abdel-Raouf Kasm said recently. 
"But why should there be all this 
Islamic zeal for Afghanistan when 
our own territory as a Moslem state 
Is still occupied by Israel?*’ 

Of Israel’s Arab neighbours, only 
Syria maintains a real state of 
belligerence with the Jewish' state. 
Diplomats say Assad genuinely 
fears that Israel may take advan- 
tage of its peace treaty with Egypt 
to direct its army against Syria, the 
sole remaining Arab threat. 

Damascus officials point to 
several recent warnings by Israeli 
leaders about Syrian troop 
movements as evidence that Israel 
may be seeking an excuse to attack. 
Those fears, and Assad's absolute 


rejection of the Egyptian-Israeli 
treaty ns a path to a comprehensive 
peace, have driven the Syrian 
president into a marriage of con- 
venience with the Russians, 
diplomats believe. 

“He Isn't happy about It," one 
ambassador said bluntly, "but he 
has nowhere else to turn. American 
policy in the Middle East makes it 
impassible for Assad to have a 
closer relationship with the U.S. So 
the Soviets are his only real 
friends." 

For the Soviet Union, too. the 
relationship with Damascus has 
benefits. Syria is now the Soviets' 
main foothold in the Middle East, 
and. during the protests over 
Afghanistan, Moscow could point to 
it as one Moslem country that did 
not see the Soviet Union as a threat. 
And there are port facilities for 
Soviet warships In Latakia and Tar- 
tous. on Syria's Mediterranean 
coast, although they are carefully 
limited hv Assad's military regime. 
BUT FRIENDSHIP has not come 
cheap. The Soviets are furnishing 
massive economic and military aid 
to Damascus from the construction 
of a huge dam — now completed — 
on the Euphrates River to the supp- 
ly of virtually all of Syria's 
weapons. 

Soviet advisers have become the 
newest targets of Syria's violent 


dissidents, who have assassinated 
dozens of government officials over 
the last five years. On 'January 18, 
two Soviet military officers were 
killed by gunmen In the city of 
Hama. Diplomats said It was 
reliably reported that a third Rus- 
sian adviser, a civilian, was killed 
and several others wounded when 
terrorists ambushed a Soviet bus on 
January 24. The government has 
blamed the fundamentalist Moslem 
Brotherhood for the attacks. 

At an army base on the outskirts 
of Damascus, a row of blue-p&lnted 
Un sheds house a line of new battle 
tanks, each covered with green can- 
vas. They are believed to be T-72s. 
the Soviets’ most advanced tank. 
Outside the Soviet Union, only Syria 
and Libya are known to have them. 

So far, the Russians have 
delivered only about 1QO of the T-72s 
— most of Syria's 2,800 tanks are T- 
54s and T-QOs from the 1900a — and 
they seem to have been based not 
on the front line with Israel, but 
around Damascus. 

Moscow also has supplied 
Damascus with MIG-25 Intercep- 
tors. and a Saudi Arabian 
newspaper recently reported that 
Syria was soon to receive MIG-28S, 
the most sophisticated Russian 
fighter, although Western in- 
telligence sources say they have 
seen no evidence of tide.

The document, entitled 
"Capabilities In the Persian Gulf,” 
concludes that the Russians have 
massive forces based within easy 
striking distance of the Gulf, and 
could move in an entire army 
without much difficulty. 

It says the Russians have 23 
mechanized divisions, 200,000 


troops. 193 long-range bombers and 
70 tactical fighters in the regions of 
Transcaucasia, Turkestan and 
Caucasia, near the Iranian border. 
In addition, they could commit 103 
naval bombers and about 10 sub- 
marines. 

Other experts estimate that, given 
the present disarray of Iran's arm- 
ed forces. Soviet mechanized units 
could proabably cross Iran to the 
Gulf In seven days, and Russia 
could drop airborne units to seize 
specific points on the Gulf within 12 
hours. 

On the other hand, according to 
the American report, it would re- 
quire 30 days for 20,000 American 
troops and four American tactical 


fighter squadrons with about 72 air- 
craft to reach the region. 

The report conclude! that "to 
prevail in an Ira n ian scenario, we 
might have to threaten or make use 
of tactical nuclear weapons." 

THE 70-PAGE study explains the 
thinking behind the Rapid Deploy- 
ment Force (RDF), which U.S. 
President Carter is seeking to set 
up In the wake of the disarray In 
Iran and the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. 

The aim of the RDF will be to get 
at least some American troops to 
the Gulf quickly In an emergency.

Religious civil war fractures Chad

CHAD, a Central African country 
deeply divided by a labyrinth of 
ethnic and religious rivalry and 14 
years of civil war, has managed a . 
few halting steps toward peace with 
a newly formed but faction- riven 
coalition government. 

A brittle day-to-day peace, oc- 
casionally shattered by gxinflghts at 
night, hangs over Ndjamena, seat 
of the u-faction administration that 
has barely been able to govern 
since its formation in November. 

The conflicts that daily rend Chad 
— Moslem against Moslem and 
Moslem against the southern 
Slacks, — reflect the underlying 
tensions that stretch across the con- 
tinent along the southern fringe of 
the Sahara, where the desert meets 
tropical Africa. 

Through nine countries, from 
Sudan to Mauritania, Arabs and 
Afro- Arab Moslems who dominate 
the northern portion of the bell have 
lived for generations in conflict and 
/enuous coexistence with the 
Blacks, both Christians and 
believers in traditional African 
religions such as animism, of the 
southern forest belt. 

Chad’s land area, twice the size of 
Texas but half of It desert, provides 
a scant subsistence for Its popula- 
tion. The little development that 
has occurred since independence 
was funneled to the souths Cotton 
grown in the south provides 80 per 
cent of Chad's exports, but France 
has provided most of the country's 
S60m. annual budget. 

An American oil company. Con- 
tinental, has discovered some 
minor oil fields around lake Chad 
north of here and an as yet undeter- 
mined amount of oil In the south. 

Fighting broke oui Jn Chad, a 
poor, little-known landlocked coun- 
try, in the mid-1960s after France, 
In i960, turned power over to a 
southern Black-dominated govern- 
ment. The rebellion began among 
Moslem groups In the east and 
spread north. 

"The southerners long abused the 


northern (Moslems) and kept them 
out of a share of power after In- 
dependence," said a knowledgeable 
African diplomat. The southerners 
"had strong desire for retribution" 
for the past oppression they had 
suffered under the Moslems, he 
said. 

THE PRE-COLONIAL boundaries 
of Chad contained several highly 
centralized Islamic Arab and Afro- 
Arab kingdoms dating back more 
than a thousand years. The leaders 
of these kingdoms sanctioned slave 
raids and roundups in the tropical 
forest belt, among the non-Islamlc 
southern Blacks, until early In this 
century. 

After the French completed the 
conquest of Chad, the southern 
Blacks welcomed them as protec- 
tors. A minority converted to 
Christianity and entered mission 
schools. The Moslems remained 
aloof from contact with the French 
and Western education. They lived 
steeped in their centuries-old 
traditions, conventions that also 
have kept the present day descen- 
dants of the old Islamic kingdoms 
divided among themselves. 

Consequently, by Independence, 
the Blacks made up as much as 
90 per cent of the government and 
civil bureaucracy in a country 
where at least half of the 4 million 
population la Moslem. 

The southerners, with military 
and economic assistance from 
France, were able to hold onto 
power until last February when a 
short-lived coalition between the 
government and one Moslem fac- 
tion degenerated into fighting here. 
The French, who maintain a 1,200- 
man peacekeeping rorce in the city, 
remained neutral and, with other. 
Moslem factions joining in the- 
fighting, the southerners were 
swept from power. 

But before they retreated to their 
stronghold In the south, the 
southern army massacred 
thousands of Moslem civilians In 
Ndjamena. After capturing the ci- 


ty. the northerners retaliated, kill- 
ing equal numbers of southerners. 
More than 100.000 southerners fled, 
cutting the population of the city in 
half and leaving the civil 
bureaucracy unmanned. 

Thousands of Moslem traders in 
1 the south also were killed. 

AFTER a half-year with no govern- 
ment. the southerners and 10 
Moslem factions met in Lagos, 
Nigeria, in August and after 
squabbling, put together a shaky 
coalition government on November 
12 . 

The four strongest of the often 
contentious factions are led by: 

□ Chad's interim president. 
Goukeouni Oueddei, In his late 30s, 
a modest but tough guerrilla leader 
from the northern desert. 

Goukcouni has a reputation as a 
conciliator and knowledgeable 
observers give him the best chance 
of holding the government together 
until elections, still unscheduled, 
are held to form a permanent 
government. Goukeouni leads a 
7.000-man guerrilla group called 
the Popular Front Armed Forces, 
made up mainly of hia Toubou 
desert nomads. 

□ Vice President Wadai 
Abelkader Kamougue. 40. is a well- 
educated southerner and self- 
promoted colonel who commands 
the still-intact 6,000-man 
southerner army called the Cha- 
dian Armed Forces, now based tn 
the southwest. Leader of the 
southern Blacks, the self-confident 
Kamougue has managed to 
wrangle for his faction 10 out of the 
22 ministerial posts in the tran- 
sitional government. 

□ Defence Minister Hissene 
Habrc, 37, shrewd, aggressive and 
ambitious. He and Kamougue are 
implacable enemies as both led 
forces that committed the 
massacres of southerners and 
Moslems a year ago. Habre. a 
Frcnch-cducated Moslem lawyer, 
turn a 5.000-member guerrilla group 
called the Armed Forces of the 
North. It Is based among his 


Anakaza people In the northeast 
and fought a fourth Moslem faction 
recently, successfully expanding its 
control in eastern Chad. 

□ Interior Minister Maharaat 
Abba Seld. 50, a Moslem fundamen- 
talist, commands the approximate- 
ly 6.500 guerrillas of ft loose three- 
party group called the Communal 
Armed Forces, based among the 
descendants of the old southeastern 
Islamic kingdoms of Ouadal and 
Baguirml. Seid's forces lost a battle 
with Habre's, and Seld has made a 
hasty military alliance with Presi- 
dent Goukounl in an effort to isolate 
Habre. 

The Lagos agreement also 
provides for a three-country 
African peace-keeping force from 
Guinea. Benin and Congo to replace 
the French soldiers. The first con- 
tingent, 400 Congolese soldiers,- 
arrived here on Algerian planes In 
mid-January. The Chadian factions 
have agreed to withdraw their 
forces from the capital by early 
February. 

"CHAD IS LIKE Sudan." said a 
diplomat from Sudan, where an 
almost two decade civil war 
"between the Afro- Arab culture of 
the north and the traditional 
African culture of the south" ended 
in 1972. 

“We solved the problem by grant- 
ing autonomy to the south," he 
said. 

In an interview, Seld said the 
Sudanese example will not be 
Followed here. 

"It’s true that the present govern- 
ment has not been able to achieve 
much," he said, "because it's 
weak, because it's composed of too 
many Factions" with seemingly un- 
rcsolvable differences. 

But that will not be a basis for 
granting autonomy to any region, 
particularly the economically es- 
sential south. 

"Wc arc against all forms of 
federation," he said. "Chad is a 
whole and we Intend to fight any 
Idea of partition."

WESTERN analysts say all this 
modern equipment has not made 
Syria's armed forces a match for 
the Israeli Air Force — but has in- 
stead increased their dependence 
on Soviet help. "We don't think 
they're capable of using the moat 
modern weapons they now have." a 
European diplomat said. 

Moat of the Soviet advisers In the 
country are pilots and technicians 
who are flying and maintaining the 
new planes and tanks while they 
teach the Syrians to assume the 
task themselves. 

"That makes the Syrians terribly 
vulnerable to Russian pressure 
over the next two or three years," 
one diplomat said. "If the Russians 
get angry, all they have to do is 
bring home their advisers, cut off 
the spare parts — and the Syrians 
have a lot of hardware that they 
can't use." 

In- public, Syrian officials are 


generous in their praise of the 
Soviet Union -- and ferocious In 
their denunciations of the U.S., 
which they 'blame for sponsoring 
Egypt’s "separate peace"- with 
Israel. "(President) Carter la a 
cowboy, a liar and cheater," 
Defence Minister Mustafa Tlas said 
in an Interview last month. 

That kind of anti-American 
rhetoric, the Cold War tensions 
spawned by the Soviet Invasion of 
Afghanistan and Israel's claims 
that Syria may attack it from the 
north, have created pressure In 
Congress to cut back on U.S. aid to 
Syria. The State Department 
originally requested a 546m. aid 
package this year, "but we may 
end up with only SlBm. — or gem.," 
an American diplomat said. 

That kind of punishment may 
only Increase Russian Influence in 
Damascus, some diplomats warn, 
"To the extent that you Americans 
treat the Syrians clumsily, you will 


drive them further into the arms of 
the Soviets." a European analyst 
said. 

BUT TO THE extent that Assad 
moves closer to Moscow, he may 
find stiffer public resistance on his 

hands. _ 

Not only are the Russians con- 
sidered anathema by the Moslem 
Brotherhood, they also are not par- 
ticularly popular among ordinary 

Syrians. . , 

Leas- than- friendly gossip about 
the Soviets circulates freely In the 
Syrian capital. 

"They are noisy when they come 
in at night." complained a Jour- 
nalist who haa several Soviet 
neighbours in his apartment 
building. . 

"They have no money." groused 
Issam Lahham, a carpet merchant 
In Damascus’ bustling old bazaar. 
"And who wants rubles?"

Tracing Israelites in Egypt 


Russians would be unwilling to kill 
Americans, as that would involve 
them in full-scale war with the U.S. 

Therefore, groups of American 
troops must be able to reach the 
Gulf before the Russians establish 
themselves. The U.S. has a 
strategic reserve consisting of one 
airborne and one mechanized divi- 
sion. but while the men could be 
moved quickly, their equipment 
could not. To send in lightly- armed 
men against Soviet tanks would be 
suicidal. 

According to one recent estimate, 
the entire American Military Airlift 
Command, plus civilian reserve 
aircraft, totalling over 1,000 air- 
craft, could not sustain for long a 
single modern mechanized division 
In a far-away war theatre. 

It would take a quarter of the 
Military Airlift Command fleet just 
to move a brigade of 16,500 Marines 
to the Gulf. Airlifting their equip- 
ment of 33 tanks, 96 landing craft 
and many smaller weapons would 
be virtually impossible. 

THE AMERICANS are therefore 
attempting to negotiate with Oman, 
Kenya and Somalia for the provi- 
sion of facilities. The word "base" 
is being avoided as Implying un- 

by local governments. 

In return for a mixture of finan- 
cial aid and advanced military 
equipment the Americans axe hop- 
ing to persuade at least one of these 
states to allow them to store heavy 
military equipment, such as tanks, 
to be picked up If trouble broke out 
in the Gulf. 

The U.S. is also installing new 
wings on its C5A giant military 
transport planes to increase load 
capability, and "stretching" Its C- 
141 transports. A new transport, the 
CX is due to be built. Other 
measures include a fleet of roll-on, 
roll-off warehouse ships to carry 
heavy military equipment to be 
stored near the Gulf. But the first 
will not be ready until 1984. 

The pessimism about defending 
Iran Is tempered by a more op- 
timistic view about Saudi Arabia. 
The U.S. stands a chance of preven- 
ting a theoretical take-over of that 
country by Russian troops, and 
could also wreak havoc if the Soviet 
navy interfered with oil tankers in 
the Gulf, the Defence Department 
report concludes.

A WEST GERMAN archaeological 
team set out last week to excavate a 
3,000-year-old city In Egypt's Nile 
delta where Pharaoh Ramses II Is 
believed to have held ancient 
Israelites prisoner. 

"There Is a possibility that there 
is a connection between this place 
and the ancient Israelites, some of 
whom may have participated in the 
Exodus," said Dr. Arne 
Eggebrecht, head of the six- 
member team and director of the 
Pelizaus Museum In Hlldesbelm. 

The expedition's aims, he said, 
are to confirm the location of the 
ancient Egyptian capital of Ramses 
mentioned In the Bible and to es- 
tablish "any 000060(1008" with the 
Hebrew tribes. 

Columns, faience tiles and stelae 
(stone tablets) bearing the names 
of the king and a soldier named 
Musa, or Moses, were .found In the 
1930s and indicate that Tell El- 
Dab'a was ttie site of Ramses' city. 
But the ruins have never been ex- 
cavated. 

Working on an 80,000-mark grant 
from the WeBt German govern- 
ment, the expedition plans to spend 


two months exploring the site near 
the. modern town of Kantlr about 
180 km a. north-east of Cairo. 

If the results are promising, said 
Eggebrecht, the team hopes to 
return for several more seasons of 
digging. 

RAMSES n, one of the most power- 
ful Egyptian pharaohs, ruled Egypt 
for more than six decades, begin- 
ning about 1290 B.C.E., and was the 
first Middle East leader known to 
have signed a peace treaty — with 
the Hittltes in 1259 B.C.E. His mum- 
my is on display In the Cairo 
Museum. 

The city that bears his name la 
mentioned in Exodus, and 
Eggebrecht said biblical references 
indicate that it may be the place 
where Rainses forced his Hebrew 
prisoners to make mud bricks. 

The city was built adjacent to the 
remains of the capital constructed 
by the mysterious Hyksas invaders 
who conquered Egypt in about 1850 
B.C.E. and who were expelled after 
being defeated about a century 
later. 

"Ramses apparently chose the 
site of the former Hyksoa capital to 
demonstrate to his rivals in the 


Palestine and Syrian area that 
Egypt was the most powerful land 
(n the region, said Eggebrecht. 

ACCORDING to Austrian 
archaeologist Dr. Manfred Bietak. 
the Hyksos are believed to have 
been Semites from the Land of Ca- 
naan — what Is now Syria, Lebanon 
and Israel. He Is excavating the 
Hyksos capital near Tell El- 
Daba'a, where the German dig is 
starting. 

Ruins of the two cities are spread 
over an area about five km. square. 
Bietak said that Ramses' palace is 
believed to lie under what Is now 
farmland. 

"Time is running out,” he said in 
an interview. “In 10 years' time, 
these antiquities may well be lost 
forever. Working with the Ger- 
mans. we hope to find out what- we 
con in the next few years about 
these very Important sites." 

The unexplored archaeological 
sites .that dot the Nile delta are 
threatened, Bietak said, by the 
rapid expansion of towns, by 
farmers who are increasingly 
ploughing land with tractors, and 
by the sale of rich soil to reclama- 
tion farms in the desert.

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Zimbabwe’s challenges 

THERE CAN be little doubt as to the authenticity of the recent 
elections in Rhodesia in which an overwhelming majority of the 
Blacks of that strife-torn land voted for Robert Mugabe and his 
Zimbabwe African National Union to head the new Black state 

of Zimbabwe. . , . 

The elections put an end to the ill-conceived 15-y ear-old 
attempt to halt the tide of Black anti-colonialism and to 
perpetuate the privileged rule of several hundred thousand 
whites over close to eight million Blacks. 

The balance of numbers between the races and the growing 
demoralization in the white camp in the last few years, due to 
the onerous burden of military service on all white males, made 
it clear that the Ian Smith experiment, resurrecting 19th cen- 
tury colonialism, could not succeed. 

Mugabe was considered to be the most radical — both 
ideologically Marxist and adamantly anti-white — of the Black 
leaders contending for the leadership of the Zimbabwe which is 
to arise from the defunct Rhodesia. 

This should not be interpreted to mean that Mugabe as Prime 
Minister will necessarily choose to ape the extremist and 
ruinous policies of his Marxist colleagues in neighbouring 
Angola and Mozambique. But the writing on the wall implicit in 
the massive popular Black vote for Mugabe should not be lost on 
Rhodesia's whites: the chances of a peaceful transition from a 
white-dominated Rhodesia to a prosperous multi-racial Zim- 
babwe are not very promising. 

Mugabe followed the elections with a laudable conciliatory 
message, and, no matter who rules Zimbabwe, Black self- 
interest should make it possible for several thousand whites to 
continue to make a very comfortable living from providing the 
essential technical expertise needed to run Zimbabwe's 
economy. 

But the racial tensions exacerbated during the 15 years of the 
Ian Smith regime will in all likelihood spell finis to the possibili- 
ty of a substantial number of whites continuing their dolce vita 
in that country. 

It would be desirable that Britain, which was responsible for 
imposing the constitutional changes that put an end to the Smith 
regime and made possible the elections that voted in Mugabe, 
take a leading role in guaranteeing an orderly evacuation of 
those whites who decide to leave now, and an orderly transfer of 
economic property to the new regime. 

It \vOuldheem to be of even greater urgency for Israel to take 
the initiative in arranging for the evacuation of the remafiiing 
Jewish community in Rhodesia, which has dwindled to less than 
3.000, and for payment of fair compensation for the property 
they will be leaving behind after a lifetime of work. 

New era in Supreme Court 

WITH THE RETIREMENT of Justices Yoel Sussman and 
Alfred Wttkon from the Supreme Court and the imminent retire* 
ment of another three Justices* an era in Judicial history and 
tradition is approaching its end. Only two Justices — the new 
president of the Supreme Cburt, Justice Moshe Landau, and his 
new deputy. Justice Haim Cohn — of the old British Mandatory 
school of jurisprudence will remain on the supreme Juridical in- 
stitution of the country. 

The rise of a new generation of supreme court judges must, 
perforce, change the face of Israel justice to some extent. For 
this new generation has not only been formally released from 
dependence on English law by the statutory severance of the 
umbilical cord which previously bound interpretation of 
obscure provisions of law, and the filling of lacunae in existing 
laws, to the substance of the common law and the doctrines of 
equity in force in England. They no longer have the same 
traditional ties and sentiments which have kept the old genera- 
tion of justices influenced, if not bound, by the English- 
American common law and equity. 

It would be only natural, therefore, to expect the new genera- 
tion of justices to adopt a new approach to law — based on local, 
endemic legislation, which in turn has been influenced both by 
continental legal doctrines and by principles of Jewish law, 
itself no less rich in precedents and equitable solutions than 
English law. 

The changeover in the Supreme Court should also proride an 
opportunity for greater diversity: the promotion of more dis- 
trict court judges who both on the grounds of faithful service 
and judicial experience are entitled to expect a fair share of the 
vacant places on the bench; the addition of at least one more 
woman to provide a little more feminine colour: and the possi- 
ble inclusion of a suitable Arab jurist for the first time in 
Israel's judicial history. 

Whatever the composition of the future Supreme Court may 
be, there is no doubt that it will face a serious challenge in trying 
to live up to the high standards of the giants of the past, both as 
regards the academic content of their judgments and their 
fierce protection of- the rule of law and the rights of the little 
man. There is no reason to doubt that it will prove fully capable 
of meeting this challenge.

COMMENT on President Carter's 
embarrassing backtracking and 
doublctalk- concerning the U.S. 
delegation’s vote against Israel at 
the UN Security Council last week 
has tended to revolve around Mr. 
Carter's electoral needs and fears 
of Israeli retaliation In the 
autonomy talks. 

These fears are well taken. Israel 
would be well advised to consider 
how best to turn them to her advan- 
tage in the context of an American 
presidential election year. This is 
not to suggest that Israel involve 
herself directly in the American 
doctoral process. It is hard to im- 
agine any single step that could be 
more harmful to Israel's relations 
with the U.S. than such interven- 
tion. 

tn this connection, one would 
hope that Mr. Carter’s latest per- 
formance has at least silenced that 
shooter-from-the-lip, Ezer Weiz- 
man. It would be best that those 
Americans, both Jews and non- 
Jews. for whom the sin eerily of 
America’s commitment to 
"Israel's existence and security" is 
an important issue, would draw 
their own conclusions from Mr. 
Carter's performance over four 
years without unnecessary Israeli 
comment. 

The most logical direct Israeli 
reaction to this unplanned un- 
masking of the Carter Ad- 
ministration’s underlying inten- 
tions in regard to the fate of 
Jerusalem, and of even the most 
minimal Israeli presence on the 
West Bank, would seem to be a 
rethinking of Israel’s strategy in 
the autonomy talks.

Council to abort the autonomy 
talks, which have been marking 
time since they began. Israel 
should have no interest in having 
those talks fail, and certainly not in 
being tarred with the responsibility 
for their failure. Given’ the very 
high probability that nothing of sub- 
stance will emerge from those 
negotiations. Israel should have a 
great interest in transferring the 
onus of Failure from its shoulders to 
those of the Arabs and the UJS. 
UNTIL NOW, a year and a half 
after the Camp David summit, no 
one has an Inkling of how to imple- 
ment autonomy for a papulation 
that categorically rejects it. Tbe 
idea of autonomy for the Arabs of 
the territories was originally 
broached in the context of an im- 
posed agreement at Camp David, 
as a time-buying device. Giving a 
chance to a budding peace between 
Israel and Egypt was seen as im- 
portant enough to put off for five 
years a substantive decision In 
regard to the Palestinians. 

This was certainly Israel's — and 
not’ only Mr. Be gin's — understan- 
ding of the delicate package agreed 
on at the U.S. presidential retreat. 
In a situation in which Israel and 
Egypt could oot agree on even the 
smallest aspect of the Palestinian 
issue, it was agreed to disagree, 
and acquiesce in a face-saving In- 


terim formula with each side hop- 
ing that the intervening five years 
would work in its favour. 

' However, this purposely vague 
formula has been shoved aside, the 
main offenders being the Begin 
government and the Carter ad- 
ministration. ■ 

The Begin government's atep-hy- 
step surrender to the highly 
publicized attempts of Gush 
Emunim and Arik Sharon to pepper 
the West Bank with settlements has 
been a crucial factor in Israel being 
branded with the charge of entering 
the autonomy talks In bad faith. 

But the U.S. has certainly not 
adhered to its self-proclaimed role 
of honest broker in those talks. 
There is good reason to believe that 
America's role of "dishonest 
broker" was not primarily assum- 
ed in retaliation for the Begin 
government’s steps on settlement, 
but is. rather 'an exploitation of 
those ill-conceived moves to enable 
it to curry favour with the Arab oil 
states by reverting to the concepts 
of the far-from -buried Rogers Plan 
Of 1969. 

With little more than two months 
left to the deadline for concluding 
the autonomy talks and with the 
latest revelations of the Carter ad- 
ministration's commitment to roll- 
ing Israel back to the 2967 lines, 
with or without the "cosmetic 


changes" of the Rogers Plan, there 
is certainly place to reconsider the 
Israeli tactics in those talks. . - 

Israel, with the acquiescence of 
the U.S. and Egypt, has clearly 
opted for one of the two possible ap- 
proaches to«- negotiations on the 
seemingly irreconcilable: to deal 
first with those issues amenable to 
agreement; no 1 matter bow 
marginal', and to postpone the 
seemingly lntractible issues for 
last. " 

It is probable that no 
breakthrough will be made in the 
talks by May. 26 , so there is room-to 
recommend that Israel revise this 
tactical approach by purposely, 
seeking to grapple now with the 
seemingly uriresolvable issues, -the 
more difficult, the better. And what 
could be more problematic than the 
future of Jerusalem? 

There should be no mistake that 
Mr. Carter intends bringing up 
Jerusalem after, his hoped-for re- 
election. It should thus be In 
Israel’s interest to make Jerusalem 
the issue now, in tbe final months of ' 
the autonomy talks. If any agree- 
ment on Jerusalem that would be 
acceptable to Israel Is at all at- 
tainable, the best prospect for 
achieving it is now. If such 
agreement is beyond reach, it i* 
preferable that the autonomy talks 
founder on such an issue rather

BACKGROUND OF APARTHEID 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — For someone who has, as It 
were, read more foreign commen- 
taries on South Africa than he has 
hair on his head. It was a pleasant 
change to read the analysis of 
Yosef Goell. as it has one 
characteristic which so many other 
foreign commentaries lack, namely 
a striving for honesty. 

It is clear that it Is not Goetl'a in- 
tention to condemn South Africa out 
of hand and portray it as the In- 
corrigible villain. He acknowledges 
that change is taking place and 
gives credit for it. 

On the other hand, his criticism is 
not mild — and precisely because it 
Is hard, but honest criticism 
t understandably so, hi the light of 
his Jewish background),- one la 
forced to take due account of It. 

Yet there are also shortcomings 
even in Mr. -.QueU's . views* things 
which he does- not grasp: Possibly 
only if one Is an Afrikaner can one 
grasp these kind of things. 

We acknowledge that we have 
done certain things which cannot he 
justified. But which peoples, in the 
given circumstances in which the 
Afrikaner nation was born at the 
southern tip of Africa, would have 
acted differently? The Afrikaner is 
not inherently better or worse than 
any other particular people: thus 
the objective circumstances must 
have played a major role. 

And this is what so many 
foreigners simply cannot un- 
derstand: the history of the 
Afrikaner is dominated by one 
great theme, namely, his con- 
tinuous struggle for physical and 
cultural survival, his striving to 
continue to exist as a people. 

Our forefathers fought a constant 
physical and spiritual struggle 
against nature, the English and the 
Blacks. The pressure on our 
national existence — think of the 
graves of as many as 26,000 women 
and children In British concentra- 
tion camps! — was sometimes 
beyond human endurance. Not to 
mention the systematic disdain 
shown too by our English-speaking 
fellow citizens, Just a generation 
ago. 

What people can pass through 
such a process without a distortion 
of their character? Is an aggressive 
nationalism not the inevitable’ 
result thereof? 


Let It be put firmly and clearly: 
by far the majority of the apartheid 
measures which were effected in 
the years following 1B48 were un- 
necessary and In many cases 
morally unjust. But it is easy from 
a lofty height now to condemn these 
measures condescendingly when 
we have tbe benefit of hindsight. 

In 1948 our fathers, as it were, 
reasoned: "At last we have our 
country back." And one could still 
add to this: “And now that this is 
the case, we will damn well make 
sure that we do not lose it again." 
This is the historical background 
against which strictly inflexible 
apartheid should be Judged: an 
over-reaction against the past. 

One could, indeed, draw, an in- 
teresting parallel between the 
Afrikaner and the Jew. The Jew 
also had to struggle for centuries 
(although on another level) for his 
survival; with the Jew too this 
resulted in an aggressive 
nationalism after 1945. 

Israel's handling of the Palesti- 
nian question, post and present, 
also does not make exactly the most 
pleasant reading in the context of 
recent history. Yet, In a certain 
sense, it is understandable, because 
for her, it related to her very ex- 
istence. 

To condemn out of hand la easy, 
but morally cheap. An element of 
humility combined with the judge- 
ment, something which Is often 
missing from overseas critics, Is 
only to the credit of the commen- 
tator. because who can tell that his 
people under the given cir- 
cumstances would have reacted 
much differently? 

In conclusion, in one of his ar- 
ticles, Mr. Goell tries to trace why 
the Afrikaner now tends towards 
change. The reasons he gives are 
chiefly of a practical nature. He has 
left out one very Important argu- 
ment — the power of the 
Afrikaner's conscience. 

There are numerous signs which 
indicate that amidst all the tenden- 
cies towards secularisation, the 
Afrikaner is at this time becoming 
aware of the meaning of the Eter- 
nal Command: "Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself."

BEDUIN RIGHTS

Sir, ~ I refer to David Richard- 
son's article of February ll on the 
eviction of Beduin and wish to 
clarify certain points because of 
their Importance. 

It is clear to us that there is 
general agreement among the Be- 
duin against the expropriation of 
our land and against the law of ex- 
propriation. There ia full coopera- 
tion between the Committee for Be- 
duin Rights in the Negev and the 
true representatives of the Tel El 
Malah Beduin. 

1716 Minister of Agriculture, Ariel 
Sharon, offers the Jewish settlers of 
Pithat Rafiah compensation of 40 
dunams of land and 20,000 cubic 
metres of water per year. Wc had 
previously proposed that the Be- 
duin get 50 dunams of land for llv* 
ing accommodation and intensive 
agriculture with an annual alloca- 
tion <ft 15,000 cubic metres of water. 
At the meeting described by Mr. 
Rtchardaon, we did not quote the 
figure of 20 dunams, but said we 
were prepared to accept less than 
50 dunams. 

Our great fear about this "law" is 
that, though it is Important to us 
how much land is taken now, what 
is even more Important is that this 
law does not apply to a one-time ex- 
propriation for the air base, but to 
continuous , future expropriation, 
with the courts of law closed to us, 
which could mean that all our lands 
will be expropriated.
